IN THE early "80s, two legendary bands emerged as 
purveyors of what was later referred to as “doom and 
gloom” rock. In response to England's flamboyant punk 
scene, oth Joy Division and Bauhaus offered listeners a 
beaker, more nihilistic view of the world than their new 
wave contemporanes. instead of jangling guitars, their 
music was eerie, driven by synthesizer-laced melodies. 

Joy Division's brief tenure was tragically halted by the 
svicide of lead singer lan Curtis. The band later re-formed 
under the name New Order. Bauhaus’s end was less dra- 
matic, with the group citing artistic diflerences. After a 
shot stint as Tones On Tail, three of the four original 
Bayhaus members, Daniel Ash, David J and Kevin 
Haskins, started Love and Rockets, taking thew name 
from a California comic strip. 

“Our new songs are broader, less dense than the 
ones we did with Bauhaus,” comments basset David J 
Although they are still exploring the darker, more intro- 
spective side of lie, Love and Rockets sound consider- 
ably more optimistic on their latest LP, Earth-Sun-Moon, 
than in theer previous incarnation. 

*| think our music has gotten more direct as time goes 
on,” adds guitarist Daniel Ash.
